SPEAKING of the bect sugar in- 
dustry the San Francisco Chronicle 
gives the following figures: “In 
order to supply the home demand 
for sugar,in our own country, it 
would require 700 establishments 
similar to those now in operation 
at Grand Island, Neb, and at Al- 
verado and Watsonville in this 
State. The average capital invested 
in a factory capable of handling 
300 tons of beets daily is $500,000. 
For a hundred days campaign 30,000 
tons of beets would be needed at a 
cest of about $150,000. For fuel 
5,000 tons of coal would cost at 
least $25,000. For establishment 
at least 3.000 acres of ground and 
200 men would be needed. For 
the 700 factories needed to supply 
the demand in the United States 
it would take 2,100,000 acres of 
beets, and at least 2,000,000 men 
would be veeded to cultivate and 
harvest the crop, the work lasting 
abont six months each year, Each 
season some $105,000,000 would be 
paid out for beets and $91,000,000 
for fuel and working expenses, 
while $350,000,000 capital would be 
needed for the plants of the sugar 
lactories.” 7

Valuable Archmpological Discovery 
in Arizona.

The Curious Contents of an Ancient Tom» 
Which Was Discoverec by Work- 
men -in Exeavating for a 
Large Building.

While removing the earth for the 


| soundation of a new hotel to be erected 
25 


at Crittenden, Ariz., the diggers discov- 
ered what seems to be the tomb of-a 
king, though of what people it would 
doubtless pugzie an antiquarian to say. 


The workmen had penetrated at some , 


eight ieet below the surface of the 
groun? what they took to be stone of a 
soft, friable nature, but which was evi- 
dently masonry of very superior work- 
manship when they reached the tomb 
itself. This was composed of large 
square blocks of stone, which was iden- 
tified as red or rose granite, and ce- 
mented togetiaer with such skill as to 
at first cause the whole, measuring 
twelve by fifteen feet, to appear as a 
solid mass. ‘The opening of this, while 
very difficult, as the use of powder was 
prohibited by the archeologists placed 
in charge of the exhumation by the au- 
thoritics, was ae¢omplished by night, 
when the interest and curiosity of the 
party was so great that the work was 
continucd by lamplight till dawn. 

The tomb when opened, says the Phi- 
adelphia Times, was found to contain 
a gigantic image of a man lying at full 
lencth and made of clay mixed with a 
sort of preparation which gives it a 
bright blue color and a slight elasticity, 


the whole appearing-to/hgve been sub- | 


jected to groat-heat. The image repre- 

sents the nuled figure, except for a very 

ticht cirdle aboutthe waist, a pair of 
clos: itting. sand a crown on the 

heal shaped. very Bike a bishop's 
miter, but to...°d 3 the head of a 

haw’: or eagle. The feitures are rouch- 

ly :so'ded, are of anmimpsriou. cast. and 
of a man in wiiddle age, with a promi- 
nent nose and-a very wide mouth, but 
wits. vicekbones so low as to preclude 

all idea that the -original could have 

been an Indian. The hands, which are 
as sm*!l asa woman’s, and bear on the 
baci. . the head of the bird, as on the 
cro-.n, are crossed on the breast and 

jold an image about three inches long, 

ot a squatting figure, probably that of a 
god. The feet are also crossed, the 
right presenting the peculiarity of pos- 
sessing a sixth toe, which the sandal is 
cut to bring into prominence, as if the 

owner had prided himself on it. The 
hair of the imaze is dressed in thick 

curls on both sides of the head, reach- 
ing to the shoulders, and brought down 

to the brows over the forehead. 

Careful examination of this clay fig- 
ure revealed that it was merely the 
elaborate coffin of the ‘real body and 
could be opened from the back. This 
was done with all possible care so as 
not to disturb the remains within; but a 
few handfuls of dust, dark brown and 
almost impalpable powder, is all that 
was left of the body. The crown, how- 
ever, together with the girdle, the im- 
age of the god, and a largs battle-axe 
with a blade of sharp glass or obsidian, 
and a handful of petritied wood were 
found in the coffin. : 

The crown is of thick red gold, carved 
with minute but well executed draw- 
ings, representing battle scenes, tri- 
umiphal marches, and other pictures the 
meaning of which is somewhat misty, 
but in all the principal figure is that of 
2 man with six toes on his right foot. 
The workmanship of the whole crown 
is very fine, and the bird’s head on the 
top is a masterpiece worthy of Cellini. 
It holds in its mouth a magnificent 
Chalchuites, or green diamond, valued 
by the Aztecs, which shows some at- 
tempts at lapidification. 

The girdle found is composed of plates 
of gold arranged like scales. and very 
thin, so as to give with every movement 
of the wearer’s body. On each of these 
plates, which is in shape a half ellipse, 
isengraved a figure or hieroglyphics,con- 
veying, however, no hint of their mean- 


ing in their form. The image of what | 


is, presumably, a godis made of clay 
combined with the preparation spoken 
of before, and also burnt till thorough- 
It represents a male be- 
ing seated upofi a pedestal in a squat- 
ting posture, its eyes squinting, and 
grinning in hideous mirth, while both 
hands are placed over.the ears, as if to 
shut out sound. 

A peculiar thing about this image is 
that its hair is represented as hanging 
down its back in one long plait like a 
Chinaman’s. The figure is hollow, but 
contained only half a dozen small black 
pebbles, highly polished, and a some- 
what larger stone of a dull gray hue. 
The coffin and these relics are now on 
exhibition, and are to be donated to the 
State Museum of History and Archzol- 
ogy at Tucson. Noclue of any value 
as to what race the remains are to be 
ascribed can be fouhd, but it is proba- . 
dle that it was one antedating the Azt- 
lan and even the mound-builders, and 
superior to both in knowledge of ma- 
sonry, sculpture and the working of 
metal

A CITIZENS COMMITTEE.

He was a Union soldier and served 
throughout the war. He wasa pri- 
vate, but active member of the hose 
company and noted for his good work 
at a fire, and particularly when Graff’s 
old bakery burned, on which occasion 
& man perished in the flames, 
“Canty”? died at Colorado Springs

LONG ‘VALLEY. 


The Survey for an immense Kes- 
ervoir Almost Completed. 
L. H. Taylor, a civil and hydraulic 
engineer from Sacramento, has been 
located in Long Valley since early last 
Fall making a survéy for a dam and 
reservoir site, with the object of re- 
claiming a tract of 40,000 of land in 
the lower end of Honey Lake Valley. 
He has about completed the survey 
and expects to put 80 men on the 
work within the next month. The 


proposed dam is to be located about 
three miles below or due north of Geo. 
Greeno’s place in Long Valley. It is 
to be constructed of earth and will be 
94 feet. high, with 443 feet width of 
base, with the top of the crest 20 feet 
wide; Its length at the base will be 
200 feet, and 700 feeton top. T 
structure will be made secure by a 
central wall of puddled clay several 
feet in thickness. The outlet will be 
two 30-iach gates put in 25 feet above 
the bottom of thedam. The waste 
weir will pass around the end of the 
structure. It will be a free water way 
of 102 feet 5 feet in depth. The reser- 
voir so.secured will cover over 1,000 
acres at an average depth of 31 feet, 
and wiil get the water supp!
